The fifth annual vigil for 
Flight 255 crash victims last 
Sunday was praised for “good 
taste” by Romulus Mayor Bev- 
eHy McAnally. 

McAnally and some city 
council members had urged 
the memorial group to con- 
sider an alternate plan this 
year rather than continuing 
their usual vigil on the hillside 
where the plane crashed Five 
years ago killing 154 persons. 
Only one small girl survived 
that mishap. 

McAnally and Councilman 
Noah (Peter) Bergeron re- 
vealed several weeks ago they 
they hoped the mourning 
group would move to a differ- 
ent site for their memorial, 
claiming that having a lighted 
vigil on the side of the highway 
could ultimately lead to an- 
other disaster-this time by mo- 
torists being distracted by the 
nighttime activity. 

“At least this year it was not 
turned into a media circus,” 
•he mayor said. ‘Td like to con- 
gratuate all of them.. .it was a 
much more dignified effort 

“I can assure them that no 
one in Romulus could think of 
anything but that terrible 
crash between the hours of 8 
and 9 p.m. Sunday,” she said. 

In the past, local council 
members complained the 
video media would push mi- 
crophones and cameras into 
the faces of the survivors and 
friends of the crash victims 
and ask very crude questions. 

This year the group wid- 
ened their grief weekend pro- 
gram in Romulus by having a 
dinner and fellowship session 
at the Ramada Inn on Satur- 
day night night followed by an 
ecumenical religious service 
on Sunday at St. Aloysius Cath- 
olic Church. 

The weekend was climaxed 
by a vigil on Middlebelt road 
from 7 to 9.15 p.m. That portion 
of the vigil included music, 
readings and time for reflec- 
tion on the lives of those killed 
in the crash.

Junior High 
classes still 
set at college

Planned Romulus Junior 
High School classes will go on 
schedule this fall at the West- 
ern Campus of the Wayne 
County Community College, 
despite the cancelling of regu- 
lar college classes for the sea- 
son because of the recent voter 
rejection of a millage pro- 
posal. 

The Romulus students will 
be attending half-day classes 
at the college, while construc- 
tion workers continue renovat- 
ing the local Junior High 
Building. 

Joel Carr, assistant superin- 
tendent for Finance and opera- 
tions in the Romulus district, 
said he talked with WCCC offi- 
cials Monday and was assured 
that adequate college mainte- 
nance staff members will be 
on hand as high school classes 
begin in September. 

“The fact that no adult stu- 
dents will be on campus may 
be a plus with some Romulus 
parents,” Carr said. “One of 
the heavy concerns some par- 
ents had early in the planning 
period of this project was the 
possible interaction between 
the Romulus teens and adult 
students.” 

Carr continued, “That may 
take some of the pressure off 
some of the concerned par- 
ents." 

Art McPharlin, administra- 
tive assistant to Superinten- 
dent of Romulus Schools Dr. 
William Bedell, said concerns 
regarding the issue will be 
aired at the upcoming transi- 
tion team meeting Sept. 11 at 
the school board offices. 

The transition team is a 
group of school administrators 
and parents, who are working 
to alleviate any problems with 
the college experience. 

McPharlin said students 
will have had two days on the 
college campus by the time the 
transition team members meet 
and will be equipped to ad- 
dress any new issues that arise 
by that time. 

The parents will then be 
bussed to the junior high to 


view the construction progress 
and then onto the college 
campus, where the students 
will be attending classes. 

McPharlin said he has been 
informed that while college 
classes at the Van Buren 
Township campus have been 
cancelled, additional WCCC 
administrative activities will 
be occurring in the building. 

On Monday Ronald Field, 
WCCC vice president for aca 
demic affairs, had announced 
the cancelling of fall college 
classes as WCCC battles to 
combat a $7.3 million deficit. 

It was reported that 25 or 
more college employees (rang- 
ing from faculty to mainte- 
nance and librarian staff 
members) face layoffs or sus 
pension of work duties pend- 
ing the closing’ of regular 
affairs at the Van Buren 
campus. 

In the meantime, students 
registering for the fall are be 
ing urged to consider one of 
the other WCCC campuses in- 
cluding nearby Taylor. 

The college reportedly is of 
fering a shuttle for students to 
the other campuses, Field 
said, since the Van Buren 
campus has been popular in 
the past with handicapped stu- 
dents and homemakers. 

It is expected that the WCCC 
board members will place an 
other millage on the Novem 
ber ballot, possibly cutting the 
time of the millage hike from 
10 years back to only three in 
hopes of getting a more posi 
tive response from the voters. 

Earlier this year WCCC Dis- 
trict 7 trustee Ted Scott said, 
“We consider the Western 
Campus an asset to the college 
and it will be utilized more in 
the future. To the best of my 
knowledge, there are no plans 
to close it.” 

WCCC President Rafael Cor 
tada acknowledged earlier 
that the western campus was 
under utilized, but expressed 
feelings that areas near the 
Van Buren campus would be 
developed in the near future 
making it a prime site for area 
students. 


Accused killers arraigned

Just when area residents 
were begining to think that the 
threat of car and truck jack- 
ings was history, a Romulus 
truck driver fell victim to such 
a fatal attack. 

A 41-year-old Romulus man 
was stabbed in the neck on 
Aug. 12 during such a truck 
jacking, the first in the city, 
and then his neck was slashed 
by two men. 

Police officials credit tre- 
mendous teamwork by nearly 
a score of local police officers 
and the public for the quick 
arrest of two 17-year-old Ro- 
mulus Senior High School 
drop -outs. 

The pair were arraigned in 
34th District Court Friday on 
charges they killed Frederick 
G. Adair Sr. of Romulus, while 
he slept in his truck. 

The defendants, James 
Swazey and Richard Mills, 
both of Romulus, were 
charged with murdering Adair 
shortly before 2 a.m. on Aug. 12 
in a parking lot near Joan 


Street and Middlebelt Road. 

The pair were charged with 
conspiracy to murder, murder 
in the First degree and felony 
murder. 

Presiding Judge Henry He- 
nry Zaborowski, who ques- 
tioned the pair Friday 
morning, said he would File pe- 
titions to obtain legal counsel 
for the teens since they had no 
financial means to pay for 
such services. 

He entered a not guilty plea 
for both defendants and or- 
dered them held without bail 
pending their preliminary 
hearing on Aug. 26. 

Mills told Zaborowski that 
he left school June 9, while 
still in the 10th grade. He said 
he lives with a female friend 
and does some roofing work 
occasionally to earn money. 

His closest relatives, an 
aunt and uncle live in Florida, 
he said. 

Swazey testified he lived 
with this grandmother and his 
parents live in Westland. 

He told Zaborowski that he 
quit school in the 10th grade 
and was not employed. 


Romulus Police Sgt. Dan 
Snyder reported that the two 
defendants apparently were 
intent on stealing a vehicle 
and driving to Florida, when 
one spotted Adair sleeping in 
his truck early Wednesday.

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Family Center under fire from county officials

Wayne County officials 
claim that the agency contrac- 
ted to operate the Wayne 
County Family Center Shelter 
has violated the contract and 
county officials are taking leg 
islative action to remove the 
agency. 

Officials from the agency 
operating the shelter, Wayne 
Metropolitan Community Ser- 
vices, disagree with the viola 
tion charges and are 
challenging the county offi- 
cials in court. 

“We’ve sent the 30 day ter- 
mination notice and now we’re 
in court,’’ said Michael Dug- 
gan, deputy assistant to county 
executive Edward McNamara. 
‘’Wayne Metropolitan Commu- 
nity Services Agency has been 
a management disaster. They 
have been plagued with 
chronic problems with staff. 

“Most recently they lost 
their director and they still ha- 
ven’t replaced her and it’s 
been two months already.” 

The family center was a 
unique concept in homeless 
housing which received na- 
tional attention in 1990 when 
county officials introduced it 
to officials from 38 commu- 
nities in Wayne County. Most of 
those communities pledged 
block grant funding toward the 
center to pay for the rennova- 
tion of the building which is 
located on the Eloise property 
near Henry Ruff Road and 
Michigan Avenue. 

The center which opened in 
June of 1991 was to serve fami- 
lies in need of temporary shel- 
ter and also in need of 


counseling and social work. 
Families also received child 
care, transportation, health 
screening and assistance in 
finding permanent homes. 

Each family which applied 
to stay at the center could stay 
for 30 days. During their stay 
their children would attend 
Wayne Westland schools and 
they would be given assistance 
in finding employment and 
housing. 

The center had just com- 
pleted the first year of a five- 
year contract awarded to the 
agency from the county, ac- 
cording to county officials. The 
plan was approved of the U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, which 
provided some funding, ac- 
cording to officials. 

Wayne County' officials are 
most upset that the center is 
rarely at full capacity, accord- 
ing to Duggan. 

“The contract requires 
them to be at capacity,” Dug- 
gan said. “With all of the home- 
less people in this area, we 
can’t understand why they are 
not at capacity.” 

Duggan also added that the 
center was usually occupied 
by one-third to one-half the 
limit. 

“We’re not meeting the 
needs of the community,” Dug- 
gan said. “It was a chronic 
problem and we have to do 
something about it.” 

Officials from the Wayne 
Metropolitan Community Ser- 
vices Agency issued a state- 
ment Tuesday denying those 
claims.

Friends and family 
mourn drowned baby

Friends and relatives gath- 
ered Tuesday at the funeral of 
18-month-old Raymond (Two- 
Bear) Scott Bushrow II of Ro- 
mulus, who drowned in 
Saginaw Bay Aug. 9. The rites 
were at the John N. Santeiu 
and Son Inc. Funeral Home in 
Garden City. 

The Rev. Robert McDonald 
of Fair Haven Baptist Church 
officiated. Interment was in 
Romulus City Cemetery'. 

The child’s body had been 
sought by Arenac County Sher- 
iffs divers for six days after he 
reportedly drowned in the bay 
that night. It was recovered 
about 4:30 p.m. Friday by vol- 
unteers from the nearby Au- 
gres Yacht Club. The body was 
found about three miles from 
where the boy reportedly fell 


into the water. 

The boy. the only child of 
Iris (Kaye) and Raymond 
(Scotty) Bushrow. climbed off 
the family boat that Sunday af 
ter his parents accidentally 
fell into the water. 

Bushrow was able to pull 
his young son out of water sev- 
eral times and squeeze the 
swallowed water out of his sys- 
tem. he said, but after an ex- 
tended period of time in the 
bay. both he and his son col- 
lapsed under the water. The 
father was able to pull his son 
up one last time by the hair, 
but then lost him, he told in 
vestigators. 

The parents continued 
treading water while crying 
out for help for more than an 
hour, according to reports. 

A fellow Romulus resident, 
Thomas Blade, who earlier 
was fishing several miles away, 


heard their cries and rescued 
them. They were treated for 
hypothermia at Standish Com 
munity Hospital and released

Smoke detectors 
distributed free

Spurred on by an early- 
morning house fire that killed 
a 46-year-old Romulus woman, 
Romulus residents are now ap- 
plying for the 500 free smoke 
detectors available from fire- 
fighters. 

Fire Chief William Green- 
slait and his firemen began in- 
stalling the smoke detectors 
this past week in the homes of 
senior citizens and needy fam- 
ilies. 

“If one had been installed 
prior to the July fire on White- 
horn street, maybe that woman 
would still be alive today,” he 
said. 

On Thursday morning, fire- 
fighters Craig McAughey and 
Darnell Hearst of Fire Station 
Three began installing the 
smoke detectors at the home of 
Clara Williams on Fourth 
Street. 

Williams, a widow who has 
resided in Romulus since 1948, 
thanked Greenslait and Coun- 
cilman Randolph Gear, who 
watched the installation of the 
unit just outside her bedroom. 

Williams also praised 
Hearst, who brought the free 
installation possibility to her 
attention. 

“I think it is wonderful that 
the firemen are aiding senior 
citizens without spending tax 


dollars,” she said. 

Greenslait urged residents 
to make sure they place a 
smoke detector near the sleep- 
ing area of the home, if they 
have only one such device. 

He also urged residents not 
to place them near the kitchen 
area, because cooking efforts 
many times set off the alarms 
unnecessarily. 

Gear said he will advance 
the cry for the need for smoke 
detectors in the homes of se- 
nior citizens, “so that we do 
not have to suffer the loss of 
any other citizens unneces- 
sarily.” 

Additional efforts will be 
extended to make local resi- 
dents aware of the free smoke 
detectors, Gear said, including 
telling local pastors to pass on 
the message to their congrega- 
tions. 

Both Greenslait and Gear 
acknowledged that some sus- 
picion of government may be 
blocking citizens from calling 
for the free units, but assured 
residents that firefighters are 
not looking for fire safety vio- 
lations while installing the 
smoke detectors. 

“We are solely interested in 
saving lives,” Greenslait said. 
Persons interested in such a 
gift installation need only call 
their closest fire station to see 
if they are eligible,” he said.

A plan to kill the victim was 
set up, Snyder said, and the 
pair went to his truck and ini- 
tially stabbed Adair in the 
throat. 

When Adair didn’t die 
quickly, Snyder said, he was 
then slashed across the throat. 
Adair still continued to fight 
back despite the fatal wounds, 
Snyder said, and the defen- 
dants fled from the scene. 

Adair then was able to start 
his truck and drive a few 
blocks on Joan Street. He lost 
control of his truck and it 
landed in a ditch. Adair 
sounded his horn and then 
stepped out of his truck and 
died, police said. 

Neighbors heard the horn 
and then saw the truck in the 
ditch with its lights on and a 
body sprawled next to it.

With a mile-long Smith 
Road construction work study 
near completion here, the 
cash-strapped Romulus City 
Council and school district are 
planning to begin distributing 
unused funds this fall. 

Dennis Oakes, Romulus 
community development di- 
rector, said the city plans to let 
bids for the mile-long con- 
struction project from Mid 
dlebelt to Merriman as soon as 
possible. 

That will allow funds, cur- 
rently on the books of one of 


the three area Tax Increment 
Financing Authority boards, to 
be given to the two taxing 
bodies in October and in April 
1993. 

It is expected the city will 
gain about $50,000 at each time 
and the school district will 
gain $200,000. 

Another major $6 million 
Smith Road construction effort 
in the Wick Road area is also 
nearing the bid stage, Oakes 
said. That project travels west 
of Merriman Road for a mile 
and a quarter to a portion 
south of Vining Road. 

Another local TIFA project 
calls for the final resurfacing 


of V r ahrman Road. The project 
will be continued as soon as 
funding is available, Oakes re- 
vealed. 

Another $2.5 million devel- 
opment project involving road 
improvements, new lights, 
landscaping, parking facilities 
and other improvements on 
Goddard Road from City Hall 
to Five Points is moving slowly 
under the direction of the 
Downtown Development Au- 
thority, Oakes said, as no bond- 
ing is paying for the efforts 
there. 

That project is continuing 
as funds allow, he said.

Last week at request of the 
Rev. J.D. Landis, pastor of the 
Community United Methodist 
Church, she and Red treated 
scores of children at the 
church’s Summer Bible School 
to a ride about church prop- 
erty. 

More than 90 youths and 


adults took part in the Bible

Hoff said it was the second 
year that she and Red have of- 
fered such services here.

Police found Adair had bled 
to death before they arrived at 
the scene, Snyder said, and the 
officers called for help to can- 
vass the area. 

A total of 17 Romulus uni- 
form officers and detectives 
spent the next 18 hours talking 
to neighbors and several wit- 
nesses. 

Toward the end of the 
neighborhood canvas, police 
received a phone call that po- 
tentially linked the pair with 
the killing, Snyder said. 

Then about 8 p.m. Romulus 
police apprehended the pair 
without a struggle in an apart- 
ment complex on Middlebelt 
Road.

There we were, my 89-year- 
old mother and I, traipsing 
slowly through Westland Cen- 
ter when she appeared in front 
of us.

Vegetables 
in Disguise 


Look, this wasn’t easy. 

It took a lot to admit that perhaps trickery would have to play a part in forcing some people to eat 
vegetables. While many of us love nothing better than fresh, red ripe tomatoes from the garden 
slathered with salt and eaten with juice running down the chin, there are those who disdain the love 
apple. 

Hard to believe, but yet there are those who would not enjoy fresh beets, cooked and served sliced 
with a large dollop of fresh cottage cheese. And there are individuals who would rather starve than 
eat from a plate which holds carrots. And zucchinL.there is an entire group organized for the 
prevention of the consumption of zucchini. 

And while it’s been a terrible summer for produce, eventually that zucchini will ripen and while 
there may not be as much of it as usual, it will arrive. And creative cooks will know exactly how to 
get rid of it and all the other homegrown produce one simply cannot throw away. 

It’s easy. Bake it. Disguise the stuff as dessert and even the most finicky eater will gobble it up 
thinking they’re getting some wonderful treat. In fact, these ARE wonderful treats, they just also 
happen to be chock full of vegetables and lots of vitamins and healthy stuff. 

These recipes contain vegetables masquerading as dessert ingredients. Save them. If the stuff 
ever ripens or if next year we actually do have a summer, they’ll be invaluable. 



Beet Cake 


1 3/4 cups fork-stirred, all-purpose 
flour 

1/2 teaspoon baking powder 
1/2 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon ground allspice 
1 cup sugar 
1/2 cup corn oil 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 large eggs 

1 cup whole beets, cooked, drained, 
shredded and lightly packed 
1/2 cup currants or raisins 
1/2 cup chopped walnuts 


Sift together flour, baking powder, 
baking soda, slat and allspice. 

Beat together sugar, oil and vanilla 
until blended. Beat in eggs, one at a 
time, until blended Stir in flour mix- 
ture a little at a time, until smooth Stir 
in beets, currants or raisins and wal- 
nuts. Turn into an oiled 8 1/2 by 41/2x2 
1/2- inch loaf pan. Bake in a preheated 
350 degree oven until a cake tester inser- 
ted in the center comes out clean, about 
one hour. Loosen edges and turn out on 
rack. Cake will have a crack on top and 
crust will be crisp. Cool Place cake in a 
plastic bag and secure tightly. Let stand 
overnight at room temperature. 

Fresh Tomato Cake 

1 cup dark brown sugar 

1/2 cup shortening 

2 eggs 

3 cups flour . 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teapoon baking soda 

1 teaspoon nutmeg 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 cups fresh ripe tomatoes, peeled, 
seeded, and chopped 

1/2 cup chopped nuts 

1/2 cup chopped dates 

1/2 cup chopped raisins 


Cream sugar and shortening. Add 
eggs. Add sifted dry ingredients, miring 
well Stir in tomatoes, nuts, dates and 
raisins. Put into greased and floured 9 x 
13-inch baking pan , Bake in preheated 
350 degree oven for 35 minutes, or until 
cake tests done. Frost with Cream 
Cheese Icing. 


Carrot Cookies 

1/2 cup butter 
1/2 cup margarine 
3/4 cup sugar 
2 eggs 

1 cup mashed, cooked carrots 

2 cups flour 

2 teaspoons baking soda 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

3/4 cup shredded coconut 


Mur shortening, sugar and eggs thor- 
o ughly. Add carrots. Blend tn flour, bak- 
ing soda and salt. Stir in coconut , Drop 
dough by the teaspoonful on lightly 
greased baking sheet about 2 inches 


apart. Bake in preheated 375 degree 
oven for 8 to 10 minutes or until no 
imprint remains when touched lightly. 
Remove from baking sheet. Cool and 
frost with Orange Butter Icing. 

Orange Butter Frosting 

1 1/2 cups confectioner’s sugar 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine 

2 teaspoons grated orange peel 
1 tablespoon orange juice 


Beat all ingredients together until 
smooth If too thick for spreading, add a 
few drops of water as needed. 

Spiced Squash 
Pudding 

3/4 cup sugar 
1 tablespoon flour 
3/4 teapoon salt 
1 teaspoon ground ginger 
3 large eggs 

1 1/2 cups cooked, mashed squash 

1 1/2 cups milk 

2 tablespoons light molasses 

2 tablesooons melted butter or mar- 
garine 

Whipped cream for topping 

Combine first five ingredients. Beat 
in eggs. Stir in next four ingredients. 
Mix well. Pour into buttered 1 1/2 quart 
casserole. Bake in preheated 350 degree 
oven 1 1/4 hours or until firm in center. 
Serve with ivhipped cream or whipped 
topping. 

Zucchini 
Drop Cookies 

1 cup grated zucchini 
1 teapoon baking soda 
1 cup sugar 

1/2 cup shortening or butter 

1 egg, beaten 

2 cups flour 

1 teapoon cinnamon 
1/2 teaspoon ground cloves 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
1 cup chopped nuts 
1 cup raisins 


Mix togehter zucchini, soda, sugar, 
butter and beaten egg. Sift m flour, cin- 
namon, cloves and salt. Stir to blend. 
Stir m raisins and nuts and drop batter 
by the teaspoonsful on greased cookie 
sheet. Bake in preheated 375 degree 
oi'en for 12 to 15 minutes. 


Cream Cheese Icing 

1/2 cup butter 

1 8-ounce package cream cheese 

2 teaspoons vanilla 

1 package (1 pound) confectioner's 
sugar 


Beat shortening with cream cheese 
and vanilla. Gradually beat in sugar. If 
mixture becomes too thick, add a little 
milk. Spread on cooled cake. 

Pumpkin Rum 
Bread Pudding 

6 cups dry whole wheat bread 
cubes 

1/2 cup finely chopped walnuts 
3 slightly beaten eggs 
1 14-ounce can condensed milk 

1 cup cooked, mashed or canned 
pumpkin 

3/4 cup packed brown sugar 

2 teapoons ground cinnamon 


1/2 teaspoon ground nutmeg 
2 cups milk 
1/4 cup rum 

1/4 cup butter or margarine, melted 
2 teapoons vanilla 
Whipped cream tor topping 

Combine bread and nuts in bottom of 
a 12 x 7 x 2-inch baking dish Stir to- 
gether eggs, sweetened condensed milk, 
pumpkin, sugar and spices.

| Patehin Elementary School 
m(ay soon be designated a state 
laind mark, thanks to the ef- 
feirts of the Patehin Research 
Committee, led by principal 
Dpnald Massey. 

| “It’s really a follow-up of a 
research of five years.” Massey 
sdid, “It takes a good 8-10 
mionths to do the research.” 

• The committee researched 
tlje history of the school as 
pi irt of the application process 
for a State Historical Marker. 
Tie committee, which in- 
cludes Massey, Ruth Dale, Pat 
E step, Wilfred Green, Virginia 
Liar, Millie McCollum and Pe- 
ter Urbaniak, gathered docu- 
mentation from local, county 
and state archives and histori- 
c il museums to support the 
c aim that Patehin School was 
fc unded in the early 1830s. 

“We know that the school is 
w ell over a 100 years old,” Mas- 
sey said, “We believe that the 
first building, a log cabin, was 
lc cated across the street from 
tl e current site. 

.“In 1852, a one-room school 
was built where the current 
s&hool is located.” Massey 

s f d - 

nThe land the school sits on 
is owned by Abe Patchen, 
!io came from New York in 
19. His farm was located at 
i present-day Newburgh and 
|x Roads location. 

SDuring their investigation, a 
scBiool photograph dated 1890 
w|s discovered in the Plym- 
outh Historical Museum. 
T 'enty-one students and their 
te icher, Miss Bessie Rattenb- 
u: y. were pictured in the front 
ol the one-room Patchen. the 
oi igmal spelling of the school. 

“When we were doing re- 
s< arch for the marker, we 
c; me across a photo,” Massey 
si d. “I didn’t realize that Be- 
ss e was the mother of Marga- 
rq| Dunning, who’s very well- 
‘spected in the Plymouth 
;a. When I found out that 
*r mother taught here, I 
ted her to present the pic- 
fe.” 


The Plymouth Library 
known as the Dunning-Hough 
Library was named after her 
mother. Massey said. 

At the presentation, Dun- 
ning read a statement her 
mother had written about her 
experiences as a Patehin Ele- 
mentary School teacher more 
than 100 years ago. 

The picture hangs in the en- 
trance of the school next to 
several early photos which 
have been collected by Massey, 
who has been the principal for 


seven years. The original 140 
year-old-school bell is 
mounted in the school lobby 
and is rung every morning by a 
different student at the begin 
ning of each school day. 

Massey said that the dedica 
tion will probably be next 
spring. 

“I would hope we find out 
next month,” Massey said. “I 
think what will happen is that 
the state will send a write-up 
on what will be on the marker. 
Our commijtee will get to- 


gether and decide if any 
changes are needed 

“We approve or recom 
mend, but the state has final 
word.” Massey said. 

In order to colect money for 
the marker, the committee is 
discussing selling souvenir 
plates. 

Massey is very positive 
about the landmark being 
granted and said that the his- 
torical background is very im- 
portant to the school. 

“It sets a tradition of our 
building.” Massey said.

Brother, sister meet for first time

Tears and laughter were in 
abundance at the Royce Hotel 
in Romulus Aug. 15 when 
Wayne resident Mary Mur- 
dock, 50, met her brother Jerry 
Tinkle, 59 for the first time. 

Murdock’s sister, Karen, re- 
cently received a letter from 
Tinkle explaining that he be- 
lieved he was her half brother. 

“My sister thought it was 
some kind of a game at first 
because the letter started out 
like one of those prize-winning 
letters,” Murdock said. “She 
called me to verify the letter, 
and I told her ‘yes, we do have 
a half brother.’ 

“I was the only one out of 
the family my mother (Mad- 
eline Pebworth Powers) told 
that we had a half brother. “ 
Murdock said her mother 
had a brief affair in 1933 when 


she became pregnant with Tin- 
kle. 

“She was going to secre- 
tarial school at the time in 
Oaklahoma," Murdock said. 
“She continued to go to school 
while she was pregnant. She 
didn’t really know what to do. 
My grandfather found out, and 
he made arrangements to have 
her give the baby up for adop 
tion.” 

Tinkle knew he was adopted 
when he was 14 years old, ac- 
cording to Murdock. 

“He loved his adopted par- 
ents very much so he didn’t 
want to pursue looking for his 
biological mother at that 
time,” Murdock said. 

Recently Tinkle’s adopted 
mother died, and it was at that 
time he decided to trace his 
family background. Besides 
Karen, Murdock has two 
brothers-Michael and James. 

“There was a phone number 


on the letter to my sister," Mur- 
dock said. “1 called him, and 
sure enough, he’s my half 
brother. “ 

Tinkle lives in Fortworth, 
Texas with his wife Barbara 
and four children including 
his only child, Yseltda. 

Murdock only had the week- 
end to become acquainted 
with her brother. She said the 
entire family is hoping for a 
big reunion at Christmastime 
in Texas. 

“He does look like my mom 
through his mouth," Murdock 
said. “He also has our grand- 
father’s nose. It was such a 
pleasure meeting him for the 
first time. I’ve always won- 
dered what he would look like 
and where he was.” 

Murdock said the only re- 
gret the family has is Tinkle 
wasn’t able to see his biolog- 
ical mother before she died in 
1988.

Red Cross plans blood drives 


What began as a gradual 
drop off in blood collections at 
the end of June, has escalated 
to an outright plunge, reported 
the American Red Cross, 
Southeastern Michigan Blood 
Services Region. 

Red Cross bloodmobiles 
throughout Wayne, Oakland, 
Macomb, St. Clair and Wash- 
tnew counties have collected 
21 percent less blood in July 
than in June this year, accord- 
ing to a spokesman. This 
makes it difficult to supply the 
needs of patients in the 59 hos- 
pitals the Red Cross supplies 
in southeastern Michigan. 
Supplies for certain types of 
blood are already dangerously 
low, the spokesman added, and 
the Red Cross is conducting 
supplemental imports to make 
up for these shortfalls, but sup- 


plies continue to shrink. 

Projected collections dur- 
ing the month of August indi- 
cate the development of even 
more serious problem. 

“The projected August col- 
lections are the worst I have 
seen in the 13 years I have 
been with Red Cross,” said 
Jenell Joiner, associate direc- 
tor of Donor Resources Devel- 
opment. 

“To prevent an extreme 
shortage,” said Principal Offi- 
cer A. William Shafer, M.D., 
M.D., “we need an immediate 
and sustained increase in col- 
lections. In particular, we 
need more organizations to 
sponsor blood drives and orga- 
nizations that have committed 
to blood drives to carry 
through on that commitment. 


On many days in August, more 
than half of our mobile units 
are not scheduled to collect 
blood.” 

Many of mobiles scheduled, 
are canceling at the last mo- 
ment, added Shafer.

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Un-conventional wisdom 

Voters view economy as main election issue

As the Bush-Quayle team 
battles the Clinton-Gore duo 
for the presidency in the next 
two-and-one-half months, most 
campaign-watchers believe 
that the economy will be at the 
forefront of the skirmishes. 

Although the majority of re- 
sponses to the random survey 
of western Wayne County resi- 
dents centered around eco- 
nomic issues, concerns about 
family issues, education and 
leadership qualities also sur- 
faced. 

“Education will be the main 
issue in November,” said 
Wanda Warden of Wayne. “A1 
though Bush said he would be 
the education president, we 
haven’t seen any evidence of 
it.” 

According to Paul Wojcik, a 
Republican who plans to vote 
for Bill Clinton, his decision 
was made because a change is 
needed in leadership. 

“Clinton is concerned about 
education and about produc- 
ing things in the U.S.A.,” said 
Wojcik, a former Westland res- 
ident who is vacationing in his 
former hometown. "I voted for 
George Bush, but not again. We 
need the same party in the 
White House and in Congress. 
Now, we have the Democrats 
in the majority in the legisla- 
ture and a Republican in the 
White House, and they aren’t 
working together.” 

Wojcik believes Bush has 
lost touch with the middle- 
class and lower- class and has 
concentrated too much on the 
wealthier people. Wojcik 
credits Bush with being good a 
foreign policy, but does not be- 
lieve he has been as effective 
with domestic programs. 

“I also like the Clinton-Gore 
team. I think Dan Quayle may 
be OK, but he isn’t respected. I 
like the idea of a good team in 
office,” Wojcik said. 

Van Buren Township Super 
visor David Jacokes believes 
the American economy will be 
the issue of the day. “Side is- 
sues will be abortion rights 
versus pro-life and foreign pol- 
icy versus domestic policy,” 
said Jacokes. “Rather than a 
race between Bush and Clin- 
ton, the November election 
will be a battle between the 
status quo and change.” 

Jacokes said there is a need 
for major changes in the na- 
tional policies, and he be- 
lieves the voters will opt for 
change when they cast their 
ballots. 

“If you don’t move forward, 
you move backward. There’s 
no such thing as maintaining a 
status quo. It’s the same thing

at the national level as it is in 
our township,” Jacokes said. 

Jacokes said he is con- 
cerned about the Free Trade 
Agreement, which he believes 
will “dig us deeper into a re- 
cessive hole.” 

“I support fair trade, but not 
free trade. I think we will lose 
a lot of jobs for the middle 
class. They are the ones who 
build and consume, but who 
will do the consuming if they 
don’t have jobs,” the township 
supervisor said. 

“Clinton has made a suc- 
cessful move to the middle 
ground from his liberal stance, 
but George Bush has not been 
able to move toward the mid- 
dle, even though he has tried.” 

Donna Field of Westland 
sees the economy as the main 
issue in the 1992 election. 

“There are a lot of unem- 
ployed people, people on wel- 
fare and single mothers who 
need help. They need educa- 
tion to improve their lives,” 
Field said. “I think we need 
someone young as President. 
Times and values have 
changed, and I think a younger 
person would be better able to 
understand the issues that ef- 
fect people today.” 

Bellevile resident Gloria 
Wells sees the economy as the 
main issue in November. 

“People are worried about 
whether or not they will have 
jobs. They are worried about 
what will happen and ho-jy 
they will maintain their fami- 
lies and homes,” Wells said. 
“I’m tired of hearing the bick- 
ering back and forth and the 
charges about who slept with 
who years ago. I want to see 
the candidates concentrate on 
the issues.” 

Wells is also concerned 
about possible job losses 
through implementation of the 
Free Trade Agreement bet- 
ween the U.S., Mexico and 
Canada. She noted that both 
presidential candidates sup- 
port free trade in North Amer- 
ica, so the issue may not 
become a major one in the 
campaign. 

Charles Haley of Belleville, 
a 37 -year employee of the Ford 
Motor Co. Truck Plant in 
Wayne, is concerned about the 
economy. 

“I’m concerned that both 
candidates support the Free 
Trade Agreement, and I think 
that will hurt us. I have three 
kids who work at Ford and I 
think two of them will lose 
their jobs, along with a lot of 
other people, if the agreement 
is put into effect,” Haley said. 

“We don’t have much 
choice. There doesn’t seem to 
be a lot of difference in what 
Bush and Clinton are saying,

but I’ll vote for Clinton," Haley 
said. "We need a change, and I 
don't think things could get 
worse with Clinton.” 

Westland resident Keith De- 
Molay sees leadership as the 
main issue. 

“Plain and simple, the main 
issue will be who will be able 
to lead the country. All of the 
other issues are important, but 
it will all get down to who do 
we trust to lead us for the next 
four years,” said DeMolay. 

Civil rights will be an impor- 
tant issue in the 1992 cam- 
paign, accord ign to Dick 
Spisak of Westland. 

“It’s an issue that has been 
raised before, and it will face 
the candidates again this 
year,” Spisak said. “The econ- 
omy also will be an important 
issue. We need changes in our 
tax structure to aid the econ- 
omy. Investment credits and 
lessening of capital gains taxes 
could stimulate the economy 
and put people to work.” 

Canton Township resident 
Marcy Lozen, a self-employed 
clothing designer, hopes to see 
someone who is pro-business 
and pro-American products in 
the White House. 

"This is the first election 
that I have become really in- 
volved in,” said Lozen, who is a 
Clinton supporter. “I have

Parole board 
actions explained

When a prisoner enters the 
Michigan Prison System, he or 
she is given a number of var- 
ious requirements by the De- 
partment of Corrections 
(substance/alcohol abuse 
counseling, educational, psy- 
chological, etc.) which must be 
fulfilled before he is to he re 
leased. The parole board is ex 
tremely stringent when it 
comes to the fulfillment of 
these requirements. Mr Will- 
iams completed his require 
ments satisfactorily and was 
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released by the parole board 
according to the time frame 
pre- determined by the court 
during his sentencing. 

Upon the arrival of a pris- 
oner’s first out-date, the parole 
board reviews his file and de- 
termines whether or not he 
has completed what was re- 
quired of him by the Depart- 
ment of Corrections. Then, 
they either release him or 
make him do more time. It is 
basically that simple. 

It is completely impossible 
for the parole board to cor- 
rectly predict what any pa- 
rolee may or may not do after 
his release. The people on the 
board know their jobs and 
what is required of them. It is 
obvious that the media and 
various other codemners do 
not.

Council meetings may be televised

City officials in Wayne are 
continuing to research the var- 
ious aspects of televising their 
meetings. 

Recently Bill Richards, as- 
sistant to the city manager, in- 
formed councilmembers it 
could cost about $30,000 for a 
video system to be installed at 
City Hall. 

“Cathy Karas and I met with 
Robert Pincombe of Cruse 
Communications to discuss the 
equipment needed to ca- 
blevise council meetings,” 
Richards said. “The main pur- 
pose at that time was to con- 
firm the original cost 
estimates and to solicit assis- 
tance in developing equip- 
ment specifications.” 

The $30,000 estimate con- 
sists of a two-camera “suit- 
case” production system, 
according to Richards. 

“Mr. Pincumbe also advised 
us that our current cam- 
corders are incompatible with 


the type of equipment we have 
been discussing,” Richards 
said. “For us to do off-site tap- 
ing would require a third cam 
era and possibly a life-gate 
vehicle to transport the suit- 
case unit, due to its weight” 

The suitcase system invo- 
vles a unit which would in- 
clude two video monitors (one 
for each camera), a character 
generator and an audio mixer 
for at least 12 microphones 
(one for each person at the 
council table and one or two 
for the audience). 

This unit is portable and 
can be taken to various com- 
munity events including base- 
ball games, parades, festivals 
and ice shows, according to 
Wayne Mayor pro tern Edward 
Phillips. 

Richards explained that the 
cameras would be mounted in 
the council chambers. 

“One camera would be 
mounted in the back of the 
chambers, would be remote 
controlled and equipped with 
pan (side-to-side) and zoom,” 
Richards said. “The other cam- 


era would be stationary (no 
pan or zoom) and be mounted 
behind the council table for 
shots of the audience.” 

Richards and Karas will 


continue to research the var- 
ious aspects of cablevising. 
Once their study is completed, 
they will provide information 
to the council, he said.

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Lawmakers blast proposed insurance bill as self-serving

While the jury - remains out 
on whether the proposed AAA 
Insurance Company proposal 
would roll back rates, the state 
board of canvassers have 
failed to agree on a ballot des- 
ignation for the proposition. 

The board, made up of two 
Democrats and an equal nu- 
mber of Republicans, have de- 
layed the designation without 
providing a legitimate reason, 
according to AAA attorney Pe- 
ter Ellsworth. 

Ellsworth accused the can- 
vassers of playing politics with 
an issue that has divided the 
state lawmakers. 

“They (the canvassers) are 
just making it tough for AAA to 
get specific in its campaign ads 
- that is the only reason I can 
think of for the delay,” he said. 

The proposal would need a 


designation, such as A, B, C, to 
identify it from the rest of the 
proposals that may appear on 
the Nov. 3 ballot. 

According to officials at the 
state elections bureau, the two 
Democrats have asked for the 
delay until the Sept. 4 dead- 
line; the two Republicans said 
they are ready to name the 
proposal. 

In the meantime, most local 


Democrat lawmakers have 
strongly opposed the proposal 
on the basis that if approved 
the law would not roll back in 
surance rates but w'ould do the 
opposite. 

Also, some legislators be- 
lieve the law would provide 
the insurance companies with 
a windfall in profits. 

State Representative Gre- 
gory E. Pitoniak (D-Taylor), 


whose district includes Ro- 
mulus, earlier this year said 
that insurance companies in 
Michigan would "reap a profits 
windfall of roughly $60 to $70 
million, with AAA alone real- 
izing a windfall close to $17 
million. 

"The 20 percent rollback in 
premiums under the AAA plan 
would save the average policy 
holder about $148. However, 
most of that reduction, about 
$94, w'ould be from the elim- 
ination of the consumer’s pay- 
ment into the Michigan 
Catastrophic Claims Associa- 
tion, which really doesn’t af- 
fect the insurers profits since 
they just pass that money di- 
rectly to the state.” 

State Senator William Faust 
(D-Westland) has also spoken 
out against the AAA proposal. 

“This initiative and the 
other proposals of the insur- 
ance industry claim that there 


may be a rate reduction if con- 
sumers give up their medical 
benefits and liability coverage 
and agree to further restric- 
tions on their ability to sue for 
death or serious injury,” Faust 
stated. “The AAA proposal 
and other insurance industry 


proposals do not guarantee 
any savings. 

“And, any time any industry, 
be it General Motors or AAA 
or any other firm, wants to 
write a specific law, one must 
suspect the law is self- serv- 
ing,” Faust stressed.

Under pressure 

Manufacturer offers tips on tire care 


Being well read means 
more than just how many 
books one has read. If individ- 
uals are not literate where 
their tires are concerned, 
treadwear problems can be- 
come a big concern for vehi- 
cles and impact on safe 
driving. 

Treadwear problems with 
tires can take many forms in- 
cluding cuts or punctures in 
the tread, irregular treadwear 
which can cause a noisy or un- 
comfortable ride, and lack of 
proper tread depth which can 
lead to more serious problems 
in adverse driving conditions. 

According to Stan Cooper, 
consumer products manager 
for Firestone, tires should be 
checked at least once a month 
for potential treadwear prob- 
lems. 

Uneven wear problems can 
be caused by several factors 
including improper inflation 
pressures, misalignment, poor 
suspension and improper bal- 
ance. If these problems are not 
recognized and corrected, 
more serious tire damage can 
occur. 

One of the most important 
aspects of treadwear, proper 
tread depth, requires constant 
attention. When the tread is 
worn down to one- sixteenth of 
an inch, the tires need to be 
replaced. A simple test using a 
penny can help you determine 
the safeness of your tires’ 
tread depth. 

Simply insert a penny bet- 
ween the tire tread with Abe 
Lincoln’s head facing down 
into the tread. If part of Lin- 
coln’s head is obscured by the 
tread, you’re driving with a 
safe amount of tread. If, on the 
other hand, you can see the top 
of Lincoln’s head, you need a 
new tire. 

Another way to check for

proper tread depth is to look 
for wear bars which typically 
appear on your tires when the 
tread has reached unsafe 
levels. Wear bars, which look 
like narrow strips of smooth 
rubber across the tread, will 
appear on the tire when the 
tire is worn out 

As you continue to “read” 
your tires for potential prob- 
lems, look closely for any 
pieces of glass, stones, or 
metal or other foreign objects 
wedged in the tread. These ob- 
jects can work themselves 
deeper into the tread causing 
air loss. 


Certain uneven wear pat- 
terns may show that your tires 
are suffering from internal 
structural damage. One way to 
determine this is to use your 
hands periodically to feel the 
tread of your tires. If high, low 
or usually smooth area are no- 
ticed, you should have your 
tires inspected by your tire 
dealer. 

Becoming treadwear liter- 
ate doesn’t require spending 
countless hours in the library. 
Rather, just a few minutes to 
look for potential problems 
with your tire tread and taking 
the time to do so.
